The Experiences of Mr. Butler An- 
derson. 


Results of His Observations for Ten 


July 28, 1509. 

Fuitors Appeal: I will now endeavy- 
or to fulfill my promise to give you 
such information as I possess concern- 
ing the Chinese as laborers. By way 
of preface it is well to remark that but 
little of that information has been ob- 
tained from any history ofthat strange 
people, or any works on the subject 
of their character and conduct, It 
has almost all been derived from prac- 
tical observation of the Chinaman as 
alaborerand neighbor. For ten years 
I resided onthe Pacifie coast, where 
they composed a good part of the pop- 
ulation, and five of those years were 
spent where they do nearly all the me- 
nial service and much of the hard la- 


In the mines the Chinaman is skill- 
ful, industrious, patient and perse- 
vering beyond any other class of men 
who tollow that hard, tiresome, and 
trying occupation. They will take 
ossession of ‘‘diggings’’ that have 
een abandoned by white men and 
make money out of them. Where a 
whiteman cannot live and work for 
less than five dollars a day, they will 
work contentedly and thrive on two 
dollars. In that intensely exciting 
ing and hazardous business they 
never seem to contract idle 
or  improvident habits.

All this is said of the Chinese la- 
borer—not of the coolie. They are 
the same race of people, but 
altogether a_ different kind. The 
one is free; the other, as I 
understand it, is a slave. ‘The 
coolie under the laws of his country 
belongs to a master who has a right to 
command his services and compel him 
to obey the command. The owner 
must pay his slave a nominal sum an- 
nually, and as long a& he does this the 
slave f# compelled to render his servi- 
ces to that master. He is bought and 
sold fora term of years or for life, as 
the case may be, and a sale transfers 
the right to control the services. Such 
is the coolie. / laborer makes his 
own contract, ‘ts for himself en- 
tirely in all matters relating to his ser- 
vices. Because those laborers in Cali- 
fornia have always chosen to engage 
themselves through agents of their 
own race they have been confounded 
with the coolie, and for no other rea- 
son. Of course since Congress passed 
the law prohibiting the importation 
of eoolies no such people have ever 
been employed in California, and no 
sane man will ever attempt to intro- 
duce a coolie into the South or any 
other part of the country. In my 
humble judgment the hired laborer 
would be preferable if no such law ex- 
isted. He adheres faithfully to his 
contract, and when well treated will 
soon become attached to his em- 
ployer, and take a deep interest 
in his welfare and prosperity. My 
experienee is that those laborers are 
nearly always educated. They think, 
reason and receive information just as 
the educated white man does, hen 
once taught how a certain kind of la- 
bor is to done they never forget it, 
and seem to perform it in the same 
way ever afterwards.

There is no question 
about their right to be here, There is 
nothing in our form of government 
which prohibits any foreigner from 
coming; on the contrary, we are bound 
by the most solemn treaty stipula- 
tions to permit them to come, and to 
give them the protection of our laws 
while here. 
Notwithstanding theiradmitted use- 
fulness and their acknowledged rights, 
we find a class of men, some of whom 
fled from oppression themselves, mal- 
treating and outraging these people 
with all manner of cruelty, and even 
by mob violence; denying them the 
right to labor orto live. This must 
be stopped. I am not opposed to the 
association of laborers or trades 
unions for any lawful purpose, but 


when violence is used either against: 


the Chinese or American boys who 
desire to learn trades, to prevent 
either from earning an honest living, 
then the law must be enforced. In 
1866 the Civil Rights bill was en- 
acted by Congress, iving the 
United States Courts jurisdiction, with 
power to protect all persons born in 
the United States in their civil rights, 
That law must be extended by Con- 
gress toall persons residing in the 
United States. The power of the Goy- 
ernment for the protection of the Chi- 
nese, and all others, must be invoked. 
Let no one imagine that .the people of 
the United States, after having made 
treaties guaranteeing rights to the 
Chinese, after having constructed the 
Pacitic Railroad, and subsidized a line 
of steamers to China for the purpose 
gy cultivating friendly relations with 
that ancient civilization, will allow a 
few evil-disposed persons to break the 
laws and trample upon the rights of 
these people. All the Chinese ask is 
the right to labor and tolive. What 
do the enemies of the development of 
the Pacific propose to do with these 
people? They cannot drive them from 
the country—the United States. will 
never permitit. They cannotdeprive 
them of labor by  violence—the 
honor of the nation cannot tolerate 
such brutality. They must labor 
steal or starve. The first is lawful and 
useful; the second is criminal and de- 
structive; the last is cruel and barbar- 
ous. f[ am in favor of saving that 
people from either crime or starva- 
tion. Their request must granted. 
They must be allowed to labor and 
live. The agitation of the Chinese 
question by violence has already dis- 
graced the Pacific, and aroused the 
indignation of all right thinking men. 
Every actof cruelty is an appeal to 
humanity in behalf to the oppressed. 
The American people have proved 
that they are not deaf to such appeals. 
I am not here to threaten, but to ad- 
vise the people of this coast to con- 
sider the consequences of injustice and 
outrage toward the Chinese. _ It 
better to do right voluntarily than to 
be forced to obey the laws and 
respect the rights of others. 
The —— that they supplant 
white labor is not good, The 
more labor we have, the more we will 
want. If our mines could, be tvorked 
twenty-five per cent. cheaper, three 
times as many mines would be 
worked, and fhree times as much 
labor required; if our land could be 
cultivated cheaper, food .would be 
cheaper, clothing would be cheaper, 
and the same would be true in 
every branch of industry, and the 
poor would be benefitted as much as 
therich. Theargument that the r 
are to be deprived of labor has been 
urged against every improvement in
